Many Levites Have Been Forced 


To The Fields Through Negligence

I perceive that the portion of the 
Levites had not been given them: for 
the Levites and the singers, that did 
the work, were fled every one to his 
field. 

Well Nehemiah what did you do to 
regulate this critical affair? 

Then contended I with the rulers 
and said, Why is the house of God 
forsaken? And I gathered them _  to- 
gether and set them in their place. 

Well Nehemiah after you had 
brought back the Levites (ministers) 
and singers from the field and_ set 
them in their place what happened? 

Then brought all Judah the tithe of 
the corn and the new wine and the 
oil unto the treasuries. 

Then what did you do? 

1 made treasurers over the treasuries, 
Shelemiah * * * Zadock * * * Pedaiah 
and * * * Hanan * * * for they were 
counted faithful. 

What was the duty of those faithful 
men you appointed? 

Their office was to distribute unto 
their brethren. 

The above answers are the words of 
Nehemiah concerning tithes. Nehe- 
miah saw that the house of God had 
been forsaken. We find a statement 
as to what extent the house of God 
was forsaken on one occasion in 2d 
Chronicles 29:7. They have shut up 
the doors of the porch, and put out 
the lamps, and have not burned in- 
cense nor offered burnt offerings in 
the holy place unto the God of Israel. 

Wherefore the wrath of the Lord 
was upon Judah and Jerusalem and 
he hath delivered them to trouble, to 
astonishment, and to hissing as ye see 
with your eyes. 

The Devil Is to Blame 

What brought trouble upon Judah 
and Jerusalem? 

They had forsaken the house of God. 
It is a serious thing to forsake the 
house of God. Nehemiah knew that 
the place for the ministers was not 
in the field, just as we know that the 
place for God’s ministers today is not 
in the mines, fields or doing carpenter 
work ete. Nehemiah did not rebuke 
the Levites for working in the field, I 
am sure that he knew they were doing 
the next best thing. They could not 
afford for their children to cry for 
bread or go half clad. I am sure that 
it almost broke the hearts of those 
noble men of God to have to leave 
their ministerial work, but they were 
forced to do it. Who forced them to 
leave the house of God to the bats 
and owls? Who closed the doors and 
put out the lamps? The DEVIL - - - 
Is it the devil that plays such havoc 
with “the house of God which is the 
church of the living God? It certainly 
is. He will suggest to some one, that 
tithing does not apply to the gospel 
dispensation but only to the law dis- 
pensation, you are under grace and 
you must be careful or they will get 
vou back under the law. He then re- 
fers them to Malachi three, and pulls 
a covering over their eyes until they 
fail to grasp the fact that the entire 
chapter applies to paying tithes this 
side of John the Baptist. This would- 
be teacher then talks among the mem- 
bers until they decide to cease pay- 
ing tithes. The trouble is they were 
hoping for a place to quit. They per- 
haps feel that it will take every cent 
to pay grocery bills and other bills, 
besides that we need a new Car, so we 
will just let up on tithing. A few 
months later we visit that community 
and ask concerning the church. How 
is your church work Brother B—? 
“Tts no good, no good, its gone to the 
bottom.” What is the matter Brother 
B—? “Well no one comes out to the 
service, in fact the doors are closed 
and the lights are cut off.” Well I am 
surprised, do you not have a good 
membership? “Yes we have fifty or 
seventy-five members. Well what is 
the reason for not having service 
since you have a membership so large? 
“Well I think they are all discouraged 
aud perhaps the greater part of them 
backslidden.” What is the cause of 
this? “Well our pastor wouldn’t stay 
with us, he got it into his head that 


he must move.” Where did he move? 
“I think that he went to some place 
back in the mountains.” What! A good 
preacher like Brother S— drop a good 
church like this and seclude himself 
back within the caves of the moun- 
tains? “Yes, they tell me that he has 
actually quit preaching and gone into 
the mines.” 
Many Forced to the Fields 
And Mines 

Well why don’t you write to the 
State Overseer and have him to look 
out for another pastor for you? “Well 
T will tell you, a few of us have de- 
cided that if we can’t get a man as 
pastor to come and work to support 
himself we would just do without a 
pastor. There are only about two or 
three that pay tithes in our church, 
therefore we have decided that we 
can’t support a pastor.” Yes sir, Broth- 
er B— I think that I have heard of 
your church, I think that it was old 
Brother Nehemiah said that he per- 
ceived that the portion due the pastor 
had not been paid to him and that he 
had gone to another place to labor 
with his hands for support. I will tell 
you what you need. You need some 
Shelemiahs in your church. Shelemiah 
means “God repays.” When your peo- 
ple can realize that God opens. the 
windows of heaven and doubly repays 
when they obey His Word in paying 
tithes, then your work will succeed. 
You also need some Zadocks. Zadock 
means “righteous,” or doing right. 
When your membership will decide to 
do right in spite of the devil’s sugges- 
tions concerning paying tithes your 
church will succeed and you can sup- 
port a pastor. 

Pedaiah means, “God redeems.” If 
your membership is made up of 
Pedaiahs (redeemed, saved men), 
surely they will do right. 

Hanan means, “gracious.” If your 
membership is made up of Hanans it 
can be said that you have a gracious 
and glorious church. You will have a 
church that will keep a support for its 
pastor. They would never hear to the 
pastor going to the field or to the 
mines or any other secular work for 
support.

Nehemiah selected these men, their 
names signify something. He said that 
they were faithful men. Before that 
time there were unfaithful men in 
control, insomuch that they let the 
Levites (ministers) return to their 


former occupation of farming because. 


of failing to give to them their por- 
tion of the tithes. 

Brethren let me assure you of one 
thing and that is this, your church 
will fail, God will remove the candle- 
stick if you neglect the house of God 
by failing to support it in the manner 
that He has prescribed. 

I have known of clerks taking the 
responsibility of withholding money 
from the pastor, yet they had tithes in 
the treasury and the consequence was 
the pastor was forced to give up the 
pastorate. In a case of this kind Rev- 
erend Nehemiah should hold a confer- 
ence and put Zadock in this clerk’s 
place. 

We are very anxious for the church- 
es to succeed, but no church can suc- 
ceed without a pastor. There is not a 
church under the sun, having ten 
families that could not support a 
pastor’s family equal to their own sup- 
port if they would only tithe. This 
cannot be successfully contradicted. 
And I will further say, if your church 
fails and the candlestick is removed 
you are the cause of its failure. God 
will not hold any church or member 
blameless for such negleet.

lower of Christ, and to be like Him 
in spirit and character. This is a high 
attainment, but there is an adequate 
method of attaining this Christ-like 
character. Paul said, “But we all with 
unveiled face beholding as in a glass 
the glory of the Lord, are transform- 
ed into the same image from glory 
to glory, even as by the spirit of the 
Lord.” 

The glory of God is the nature. The 
character of God as He revealed it to 
men, we see it In the face of Jesus 
Christ. We see it in His humiliation, 
for He left His home in the skies and 
came down to earth to experience the 
joys and sorrows of men. That was 
glorious! We see glory in the life He 
lived. He was gtorious in His words 
and works as He went about loving 
men and giving Himself to them un- 
tiringly. His death was glorious, for 
there is nothing more glorious than 
dying for others, where can we _ be- 
hold His glory to be like Him? No 
likeness of His physical appearance 
has been preserved for us. No, but 
His spiritual likeness has been . pre- 
served for us in the New Testament, 
and the law of influence is that “we 
become like those whom we habitual- 
ly admire.” Thus we find we can be- 
come like Christ in our character by 
constantly looking on His life, fol- 
lowing in His footsteps and taking 
Him as our Teacher. He is to be our 








‘example, and He did no sin neither 


was guile found in His mouth. 

As a Christian, a follower of Christ, 
with His Spirit dwelling in us to help 
us, we have a work to do for Him. 
We are to complete His work here on 
earth, for: 


“Christ has no hands but our hands 
to do His work today, 

He has no feet but our feet to lead 
men in His way. 

He has no tongue but our tongues to 
tell men how He died, 

He has no help but our help to bring 
them to His side.” 


We are the only Bible the careless 
world will read, 
We are the sinners’ gospel; 
We are the scoffers’ creed, 
We are the Lord’s last message 
given in deed and Word, 
What if the type 1s crooked? 
What if the print is blurred? 


One of the most beautiful and most 
essential things we find in the Chris- 
tian life and work is prayer. Prayer 
is a working force not only subjective 
but objective also. To be sure, when a 
person prays something comes to pass 
in his own life. His heart grows whit- 
er, his love more fervent, his labors 
more productive, his aspirations more 
exalted, his consciousness of God more 
keen, and equally sure, something un- 
seen but actual goes forth to work 
wonders’ elsewhere. When prayer 
reaches God it has come to the center 
of all things, and the center is ever 
equi-distant from every point on the 
circumference therefore through pray- 
er we are as near every man as to 
any man. We can here realize the 
ambition of world citizenship in glori- 
ous reality. We, through prayer, can 
engage with people everywhere’ to 
fight their battles, to overcome their 
responsibilities, to help them find com- 
fort in sorrows, relief in their pains, 
wisdom for their work and add luster 
to their life. 

Another beautiful factor in the 
Christian life is love. “For all the law 
is fulfilled in one word even in this. 
Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
self.” If God so loved us we ought al- 
so to love one another. Let us not love 
in word, neither in tongue, but in deed 
and in truth. Jesus in speaking of love 
meant something much finer and 
more unselfish than possibly we un- 
derstand. He meant a deep human 
sympathy that always seeks to under- 
stand, and a genuine interest and good 
will that are always anxious to help. 
In that sense it is not only possible 
but easy for one of a Christ-like Spirit 
to love even the most unlovely, and 
love like this is the fulfilling of the 
law. 

Other fruits of the Spirit are: joy, 
peace, longsuffering, gentleness, good- 
ness, faith, meekness, temperance. We 
have learned what a Christian is, 
their work and the fruit of their work. 
Now we have one of the most beauti- 
ful factors, lastly—their reward. The

Nehemiah 
saw that the house of God was being 
forsaken and was not in perfect order 
and the treasury (house of God) was 
almost void, so the law was read, and 
they brought the tithes into the store 
house and they said, “We will not for- 
sake the house of our God.” Neh. 
10:39. 

Today the Church of God is being 
forsaken by many of her members. 
The pastors need to realize the neces- 
sary teachings of the Church of God 
and not be neglectful to avail such 
teachings. Tithing is expelled from 
many a pastor’s text because he is 
afraid he will hurt some poor little 
lamb’s feelings. 

“Preach the word; be _ instant in 
season, out of season; reprove, rebuke, 
exhort with all longsuffering and doc- 
trine.” 2 Tim. 4:2. 

The pastors are the rulers of the 
flock they have in charge, and by 
bringing them to order, you will help 
to improve the house of God. I am 
afraid some are neglecting the ordi- 
nances of God and have become _ rob- 
bers of God by not sending the tithe 
of tithes to the house of God. 

When the Levites take tithes they 
shall bring up the tithe of the tithes 
unto the house of our God, to the 
chambers, into the treasure house. 
Neh. 10:38. For a church to be in 
standing order, all of the tithe of 
tithes are to be sent to the Church of 
God, the store house, and we will have 
enough to eat and the Church of God 
will prosper more, as we notice it is 
according to God’s divine order as just 
mentioned above. 

“Since the people began to bring the 
offerings into the house of the Lord, 
we have had enough to eat, and have 
left plenty: for the Lord hath blessed 
his people.”

But you will say wherein shall I 
return? In your tithes and offerings, 
that you have been robbing God of, 
and bring them into the store house 
and God surely will return unto you.

“And if ye be Christ’s, then are ye 
Abraham’s seed, and heirs according 
to the promise.” Gal. 3:29.

He was also named a High 
Priest. We will refer to the 26th 
verse of the seventh chapter of He- 
brews, “For such an high priest be- 
came us, who is holy, harmless, unde- 
filed, separate from sinners, and made 
higher than the heavens.” 


Abraham was a man that withheld 
nothing from God but he sacrificed all 
to God, and God surely blessed him 
and his seed. And he gave him tithes 
of all, and Abraham said, “I have lift- 
ed up my hand unto the Lord, the most 
high God, the possessor of heaven and 
earth that I will not take from a 
thread even to a shoelatchet, and that 
I will not take any thing that is thine, 
lest thou shouldest say, I have made 
Abraham rich.” Gen. 14:22,23. 

Yet men will say it is under the 
law, to justify themselves. Jesus came 
not to destroy the law but to fulfill. 
He said, “This is the covenant that I 
will make with them after those days, 
saith the Lord, I will put my laws in- 
to their hearts, and in their minds 
will I write them.” Heb. 10:16. 

When Moses was called to present 
himself to the Lord on top of Mount 
Sinai, to receive the law and the pre- 
cept for precedent, God said to him, 
“The first of the firstfruits of thy 
land thou shalt bring unto the house 
of the Lord thy God.” Exod. 34:26. 

Do we then make void the law thru 
faith? God forbid, yea we establish 
the law. Rom. 3:31. 

Yet you will make this remark in 
your testimony, I am in the great 
Church of God and stand true blue for 
her teachings and government. Do you 
pay tithes? No, you hardly ever give 
that a moment’s thought.

I 
can’t see! The amazed and excited 
friends said, What is the matter, what 
has happened to you? The man softly 
said, I’ve got my eyes shut. And today 
if your preacher takes his text on the 
subject of tithing, you go to sleep, but 
if it is on the New Jerusalem, or on 
the second coming of Christ, you will 
dance and shout all over the church 
house and the preacher can’t preach 
for you. 

As we look over the flock, we find 
some who will make such an excuse 
as this, I have just got to look to the 
welfare of my family and I have a car 
to pay for and I just can’t possibly, at 
present, get enough ahead to pay my 
tithes. A good excuse to hide your 
guilt of robbing God. “But seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you. Matt. 6:33. 
“So likewise, whosoever he be of you 
that forsaketh not all that he hath, 
he cannot be my disciple.” Luke 14:33. 
Yet you can’t realize the necessity ef 


sacrificing for your Savior. You will 
neglect Him in your daily sacrifices 
to get fine things for yourself. You 
need to let Heaven be your treasure 
and happiness. Jesus said unto him, 
the foxes have holes and the birds of 
the air have nests, but the Son of man 
hath not where to lay his head. We 
find today we have many Cains and 
a very few Abels that offer up sacri- 
fices which are accepted of the Lord. 
Cain was a man that was looking for 
the welfare of his own finance, and 
one who was neglectful to honor God, 
but wanted sufficient means to accom- 
modate and benefit himself, by keep- 
ing back the necessary quantity that 
might be of advantage to him, so he 
then with an inordinated desire of 
covetousness, proudly took of the fruit 
of the ground, even to the very last 
gathering that was of no use to him. 
He proudly took some celery, cabbage, 
potatoes, onions, beets, collards, let- 
tuce and tomatoes, that were in the 
last stage of an unusable state. 

Abel was a keeper and feeder of 
sheep and the time came for the of- 
fering, so Abel brought the very last 
of the firstlings of his flock, and the 
fattest lamb he could find, that seem- 
ed to be the best for the Lord, and the 
Lord was very much pleased with it 
and had respect unto Abel and to his 
offering. But the Lord was very dis- 
pleased with Cain’s offering and He 
had not respect unto it, so Cain was 
much wroth and God said unto him, 
If thou doest well, shalt thou not be 
accepted? And if thou doest not well, 
sin lieth at the door. 

Solomon said, “Honor the Lord with 
thy substance, and with the firstfruits 
of all thine increase. So shall thy 
barns be filled with plenty, and thy 
presses shall burst out with new 
wine.” Prov. 3:10. If we give the Lord 
the tenth of all our firstfruits, He 
surely will return it unto us. 

“Give, and it shall be given unto 
you; good measure, pressed down, and 
shaken together, and running over, 
shall men give into your bosom.” Luke 
6:38. 

Some say they know that tithing 
is a Bible doctrine, and they should 
live by every word, and it is the 
teaching of the Church of God, yet 
they neglect to heed it. James says, 
“Therefore to him that knoweth to 
do good, and doeth it not, to him it 
is sin.’”” James 4:17. 

“Jesus said unto them, If ye were 
blind, ye should have no sin: but now 
ye say, We see; therefore your sin re- 
maineth.” Jno. 9:41. Paul said to owe 
no man anything, and I am confident- 
ly forced to believe without a shadow 
of a doubt that God is a man: Adam 
was the image and the very likeness 
of God. The Pharisees sent unto Je- 
sus their disciples, to question Him 
about the tribute money. Jesus said 
to render therefore unto Caesar 
the things which are Caesar’s, and 
unto God, the things which are God’s. 
Matt. 22:21. The part that belongs to 
the woodman and the clothing and 
grocery man, render it unto them, but 
that which belongs to God, say as 
Jacob did, I will surely give the tenth 
unto thee. Yet we have many an 


Ananias and Sapphira in the Church 
of God today who are keeping back the 
Lord’s money and Satan is filling their 
hearts to lie to God and they fail to 
bring all of the tithes unto the store- 
house. Moses said unto God’s chil- 
dren, speaking of tithes, of divine ser- 
vice, “Thou shalt truly tithe all the 
increase of thy seed, that the field 
bringeth forth year by year. Thou 
shalt bring forth all the tithes of thine 
increase the same year, and shall lay 
it up within thy gates. Deut. 14:22,28. 

Let us bring the tenth of all our in- 
crease unto the house of God, the gates 
of Heaven, that we might have a pros- 
perous journey and the righteousness 
of God will be revealed from faith to 
faith, that we by the obedience of the 
teachings of the Church of God, might 
be a guide to the blind and a light to 
them which walk in darkness. “If 
ye know these things, happy are ye if 
ye do them.”
